Qocailttee. Subject said that he has the feeling that eany ef tte neonle

Of this, $$00 was donated by the husband and $250 was donated by tbs wife. 
Subject says he knows the Byelorussian people and that the Byelorussians 
know the Arohiasd and his past history of collaboration and debauchery 
and that no Byelorussian would donate any money to a fond with which the 
Archinad was connected. Subject says that the Arohiasd' s debauchery. 

Citing one particular instance concerning a woman who had Inadvertently 
forgotten her jewelry in the Archimed's rooms at a hotel in Nice and 
whose jewelry was forwarded to her husband by mistake, is the MS control 
faotor over the Archived. Subject claims that the Archimod is in the 
United States not to oolleot money but possibly to pay it out and that 
the oaapeign for funds is a cover story to explain large sums of money In 
his possession. 

6. . The topic of REDS0I/HED6KBI operations was brought up by the 
undersigned Inasmuch as it had been discussed in previous meetings. The 
Subject agreed to abide by the decisions made previously by ~J 

and the undersigned as to spotting, recruiting and operations into Byelo- 
russia. CX JD will be the only person in the AEGAHB1STA organization 
who is to be cognisant of actual US/BNE collaboration in operations into 
Byelorussia. The discussion was originally concerned with operations into 
Byelorussia to organise local intelligence-gathering nets and also to attempt 
e contact with the underground to be utilized to establish bona fldss for 
iwb s rs of the AEEEPOT (previously AEHJADT) program in the event of a hot 
war. The undersigned ventured the previously mush discussed subject of 
exfiltratian and asked of the Subjeot if in bis opinion this was still 
feasible. Subject said this was still a possibility and worth the risk if 
one oould exfiltrate an important personage. Ste undersigned mentioned that 
at cne tine it had been rumored that Stalin' a son wanted to defect to the 
West but could not exfiltrate /“this appeared in either ARQGST or E5JB 
■agaaine_7 » Subject replied that Stalin's son, Vasili, would hardly be 
worth the effort but that if we were to exfiltrate scene one like TANK, the 
great poet and writer, whom the Soviet* and the people of Byelorussia 
nonaider equivalent to Schiller and Goethe, then we would have the propaganda 
scoop of the decade, if not of toe century. TANK baa been oueh decorated 
by toe Soviets but be ia neither pro-Soviet nor pro-cacxminist. He has 
written many articles which were not to the liking of the Soviets and for 
this reason hoe fallen somewhat out of favor. At the present be is doing 
translations of works acceptable to Soviets in order to mala a living and 
alee to preclude endangering the lives of hie wife and children. RJSHKA 
is equally famous as a writer, although not quite of the caliber of TANK. 
Further, POSHKA has recently been released from jail after serving a 
sentenoe for his political writings which were not to the living of the 
Soviets. AECAMBISTA-t* s ays either of these men, were they to make their 
way to toe West, would be worth untold m illions to our propaganda effort. 

Both of these men have the capability of writing in such a fashion as to 
sway the minds of any peoples. The possibility of ea exfiltratian attempt 
was pursued further with the Bubjeotj during this the Subject stated that 
TANK has been to POLAND and that he evidently has that degree of freedom 
of movement. The project as it is envisioned in its embryonic state 
would utilize the Byelorussian traveler coming from Poland In July 1956, 
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to visit an ■•lung brother in lev Jersey, as the contact non. Upon his 
return to Poland, the Byelorussian traveler would contact both TANK and 
POSEXA and query each as to his desire for esdgraticn to the Veat. The 
results of tM« contact could be forwarded by the traveler via staple 
open code to a third brother now residing in Cleveland, Ohio. £ The 
exfiltration fron PQU.H) remains to be finalised and will reouire 
sessions with ES/P. Die possibility also exists of using CL _LJ 
to buy TANK and HJSHKA out of Poland via having his uncle, who has 
connections with the OB, bribe the KAWBOT brothers, as he has already 
dons, to effect the escape — this exfiltraticn shall be written up as 
a Project Memo, to be kicked around end cross-pollnated._7 

7 . Die letters fron LTSABQRSKI to ADAMOVICH, which have been Balled 
from Denmark, Germany and Poland, are now considered by the Subject, by 
ADAMOVICH and by other m Mmro of the CAMBISXA organisation, to be genuine 
and not BIS provocation. Subject states that tha reason for this Is that 
all of the information contained In those letters has been proven by tine 
to be correct.

who will then forward it to ADAMOVICH. Die LTBAHQRSKI letters were to 
have been utilised by this Beotian es the nucleus for e project, assuming 
of course, that tMe was not an KIS provocation attempt. In the event 
further developments pointed to BIS, then the letters were to become the 
basis for a CE project and turned over to Sl/CE. Bio original shall be 
forw a rded. Copfcs of the letters, however, shall remain in the files of 
♦*<» section for possible utilisation es explained above. 

8. Subject is greatly concerned over the safety of hie family in 

view of the current situation in France. He is living in a suburb of 
Paris that is noted for its oomsunist elements and while they do not know 
his true workings and political leanings, Subject feels that If the Soviets 
so wished it, he could be eet upon and perhaps assassinated with his family 
Airing a period of nob violence. He has suggested that be might possibly 
sand his wife and son to friends in until the situation lap roves, 

mMIq ha, himself, remains in Paris. Dm undersigned counseled Subjeot 
that he should, in the event of imminent danger, ccnsunicate with bis 

i f~ 7 c0nt4ct In the Parle Embassy and seek assistance. 

Suojoou ecavea uut us feels that it is no longer advantageous to himself, 
the BBR or to the independence movement to remain in France. Be is, 
therefore, pushing /Z J to do all that is possible to have a private 
bill introduced in congress to permit him to emigrate to the Halted States. 

?. Subjeot has transferred to the undersigned, via a list 

of persons to be candidates for the Byelorussian Section oi we voice of 
America. Oils list shall remain in the files of this section unless 
Interest is evinced by sne other Agency component.
